University Of Toronto Bans All Fraternities 
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TORONTO — (CUP) — Feb. 3 
The University of Toronto last 
night officially severed any con- 
nections with the 38 fraternities 
on its campus, and stated it held 
the power to expel students who 
belonged to such associations. 

A statement of policy issued 
by president Claude Bissell sta- 
tus, as "erroneous", the common 
belief that fraternities have any 
official position in or relation- 
ship to the U. of T. Those who do 
belong to a fraternity can be told. 
"They cannot stay in the univer- 
sity". The statement came from 
Caput, the senior disciplinary 
body of the university, which is 
composed of the president, and 
the heads of the federated uni- 



versities, colleges, ond faculties 
of U of T. 

Almost 10 per cent of the 
14,822 students at Toronto arc 
members of the 30 fraternities 
for men, and eight for women. In 
addition 9.000 graduates are fra- 
ternity members, Dr. Bissell is 
not a fraternity member, al- 
though most of the Caput are. 

The body also laid down other 
policies : 

OTHER POLICIES 

All reference to' frats will be 
stricken from U of T publications, 
and the words, "University of To- 
ronto", will no longer appear on 
fraternity stationery. 

Premises occupied by fraterni- 
ties, and used for fraternity pur- 



pose are in no sense university 
residences. 

Fraternities must now pay the 
full advertising rate $150 a page 
in the Toronto year book as com- 
pared to the student rate of S1Q 
a page formerly available to 
them. 

STUDENTS RESPONSIBLE 

The privilege of being a mem- 
ber of the university carries ob- 
ligations enforceable by disciplin- 
ary actions. Dr. Bissell said that 
the statement constituted. "A def- 
inition of the university commu- 
nity", and established "the juris- 
diction of the supreme discipli- 
nary body". 

. He added. "We have no inten- 
tion of dictating to fraternities, 



or trying to control them. But we 
do have control over every under- 
graduate, and we are now in a 
position to say. If we wish, that 
he is quite free to belong to a 
fraternity, but, if he does, he can- 
not stay in the university." 
OTHER UNIVERSITIES 
In Canada all church sponsored 
un verslties, or French-language 
universities have no frats. 
Queen's has had none since the 
1930's, and McMaster and Carle- 
ton do not have any. At McGill 
the situation is more nebulous 
while Dalhousle has no relations 
with them, whereas UBC has 
close relations. Western has an 
inter-fraternity council opera- 
ting within the framework of the 



university, and Alberta has a sys- 
tem similar to this. 

The Caput statement made no 
mention of tho alleged discrimi- 
nation last fall by two women's 
fraternities against a Negro co-ed 
Bobbi Arrington. However, at 
that time. Dr. Bissell speaking on 
behalf of Caput said, "Any act 
of discrimination based upon 
race, religion or color strikes at 
the very heart of the life of the 
University of Toronto. 

FRAT REACTION 
Reaction of the statement va- 
nes. One member said frats 
would move underground, while 
others stated, that forced to 
choose between frat and the uni- 
versity, the choice was obvious. 
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Proposed Constitution Passed

A new constitution as proposed by the SEC and 
printed in the Daily, and a sub-amendment put forth by 
tbe managing- board of the McGill Daily were passed 
yesterday at a Students' Society open meeting at 1 pm 
in the Union Ballroom. 



When a quorum was reached at 
1:30 pm, Bryce Weir, President 
of the Students' Society, . stated 
that "it was manifestly impossible 
to read the entire proposed cons 
titution in the remaining half 
hour allotcd to the meeting." 
Therefore, he proposed that the 
new constitution bo voted on as 
a whole and that any person be 
free to raise any sub-amendment 
after this vote wa3 carried 
through. 

irwin Cotler, BA 3, put forward 
a motion that "the new constitu 
tinn be accepted as emended and 
as printed in the McGill Daily". 
In his preliminary remarks, Cotler 
commented that the proposed 
constitution was a product of 
extensive research on the part of 
a group of staff and students at 
the University and that it had 
already received unanimous ap 
proval from the SEC and the Wo 
men's Union. Roger Phillips, BSc 
4, seconded the motion. 

When the motion on the new 
constitution was put on the floor, 
the recorded result was a majo 
rity vote in favour of the new 
constitution with one dissenter. 

SUB-AMENDMENT 

A sub-amendment put forward 
by Grace Aronoff, BA 4 was next 
on the agenda at the meeting. 
The motion was seconded by Za- 
far Khan, President of the Stu- 
dent's Union; he commented "in 
my opinion the sub-amendment 
provides something desirable to 
student government without de- 
tracting from the powers of the 
SEC". 

Gordon Echenberg, BA 3, point- 
ed out that if those present had 
read the Dally, they might have 
retained the impression that the 
Managing Board of the McGill 
Daily did not, at present, hold 
the powers requested in the pro- 
posed sub-amendment. However, 
Echenberg went on, the Daily has 
its own constitution which provi- 
des for the disputed points. In 



fact, then, the Daily already pos- 
sessed the powers which it was 
seeking and merely wanted an 
entirely "legal leg to stand on". 
GELFAND SPEAKS 
Brahm Gelfand, BCL 2, pointed 
that the students of the Universi- 
ty hold the ultimate responsibi- 
lity for any printed matter in the 
McGill Daily and also have to 
bear the deficit on any loss in- 
curred by the Dally. The SEC, 
Gelfand went on, which is elect- 
ed by the sfudent body, is their 
only medium of control or opi- 
nion in the McGill Daily. There- 
fore, it is necessary that "the 
responsibility of the printed 
word should not lie only with 
the Daily but should also be the 
concern of the SEC". The Daily 
on the other hand contends that 
in the future "an oppressive 
council might be put. into office 
and therefore freedom might be 
restricted. It is more probable, 
however, that 1 such faults will lie 
with the Editor-in-Chief than with 
an oppressive I council". 

Phillips, argued ythat the Stu- 
dents' Society constitution was a 
direct contradiction to the consti- 
tution, of the Dally .which 'was 
mentioned by Echenberg. 

It is mandatory, he maintained 
that all rules be duly qualified 
and set down. In the case of the 
election rules, he pointed out, 
which were not propeny stated 
and recorded, "something went 
wrong". Some such same incident 
could occur in the case of the 
Daily if the newspaper's prero- 
gatives arc not clearly set down 
BETTER GOVERNMENT 
The editorial columns, Phillips 
said, are the only true channels 
through which the student can 
find out what is really going on, 
on campus. The new conditions 
which the proposed subamend- 
ment would institute could only 
provide for better student govern- 
ment.

UBC Students' Council Rejects 
CUP Freedom Of Press Charter 



VANCOUVER — (CUP.. — 
The Canadian University Press 
Charter for freedom of the stu- 
dent press has been rejected by 
the students' Council of UBC on 
the grounds that it clashes with 
the student society constitution. 

The charter which is supported 
by the 24 CUP members, asks for 
freedom from all external influen- 
ces. It was presented to the UBC 
Council, the Alma Mater society, 
as a motion for adoption. 

At present the AMS controls 
the financing, and in theory, the 
censoring of the student paper 
the Ubysaey although it has point- 
ed out it does not wish to dictate 
policy." 



NO COMPROMISE 

In a front page story the paper 
stated that all but one of the 
editorial Board felt that, "the 
AMS's refusal of the charter, 
with no j reasonable solution, is 
typical of the uncompromising 
nature of this administrative bo- 
dy." 

However, the AMS treasurer 
pointed out, "the students' coun- 
cil docs not have the power to 
adopt the charter because it is 
against the constitution as it now 
stands." 

In spite of its reluctance to 
support the charter, the AMS 
agreed to support CUP financially 
for this academic year, and agreed 



to support Uie association for the 
year 1960-61, although this latter 
pledge of support is subject to ap- 
proval of the next council. 
NOTHING SPECIFIC 

Outside o( the legality of the 
charter in relation to the AMS. 
the council could not seem to find 
anything specific against tho 
charter itself. It was against it 
mainly because it believed the 
charter was difficult to interpret, 
and because of the tradition of 
student responsibility which has 
always been upheld ot UBC. 

Council member Russ Brink, 
also national affairs chairman of 
NFCUS, termed the charter "va- 
gue and useless."-

Hypocrisy Re Freedom of Speech 



We were amazed at (he con- 
duct of the members of the Dai- 
ly in the meeting of the Stud- 
ents* Society yesterday, which 
cannot be described as other 
than hypocritical. Let us make 
jt clear that we consider the 
amendment meaningless; in fact 
as worded we don't understand 
it at all. 

However, how an Editor-in- 
Chief of the Daily can present 
a motion which he conceives as 
protecting freedom of speech, 
and then in the same breath 
move for an end to debate is 
Jncomprcnhensible. Most of the 
students present, including our- 
selves, have no idea what the 
amendment means. The issues 
involved, if any, were certainly 
not clear. At this exact time, 
on the principle of freedom of 
speech the Editor-in-Chief moves 
for end of debate. This is fan-

tastic. Is only the Daily to have 
the right to free speech? This 
contradiction on the part of the 
Daily is, to put it mildly, dif- 
ficult to understand. It is the - 
more so on an issue which a 
university newspaper is suppo- 
sed to represent — Freedom of 
Speech. 

It will, probably be argued 
that in any other way no vote 
would have been taken- This is 
, specious argument. There were 
at least fifteen minutes left 
before any member would have 
started to leave. By that time 
the issue cduld have been well 
debated. A motion then might 
have been in order. Even better, 
it might have bçen agreed to 
take a vote at five minutes to 
two. The members of the Stud- 
ents' Society would have heard 
the issue debated and intelligen- 
tly voted on it. Even more, the 



meaning of this issue might 
have been understood. 

Freedom of Speech must surely 
extend beyond the Daily.

On the motion, the amendment 
reads that no editorial shall tre.it 
of a "political question in a par- 
tisan way". Partisan was defined 
by the Editor-in-Chief of the 
Daily as "unreasonable". This is 
most interesting, as well as mou 
questionable. The definition given 
by the Oxford dictionary reads 
"adherent of a party or cause". 
The Winston dictionary: "strong- 
ly in favour of a person, cause or 
faction". This is, to us," the, ge- 
nerally accepted meaning of the - 
word partisan. Now I would be 
very surprised if on any poli- 
tical issue, the Editors were not 
"strongly in favour of a cause". 
In fact they certainly should uc 



to present 'a cogent argument. II 
the Daily adheres strictly to its 
own amendment' most of its edi- 
torials ore unconstitutional. All 
our editorials on Federal Grants, 
Provincial policies towards edu- 
cation have been partisan. On 
these political issues they should 
be. When writing a constitution, 
a legal document, words must 
be selected with great care. 

What does the amendment 
mean? Search us! Also search 
the three hundred students at the 
meeting -yesterday who had no 
chance to hear the issue discuss- 



Matter of Definition 



Yesterday's Students' Society 
meeting passed a resolution gua- 
ranteeing, via constitutional sub- 
amendment, freedom of expression 
in the editorial colums of the Mo 
Gill Daily subject to certain pro- 
visos. One such proviso was that 
the editorials could not express, - 
in a' partisan way, opinion on poli- 
tical questions. In reply to a ques- 
tion from the floor, I pointed out 
that partisan, as interpreted by 
the Oxford English Dictionary, 
meant "unreasonable". 

Subsequent to (he meeting, it 
has been brought to my attention 
'tha( the precise wording of the 
dictionary definition was not "Un- 
reasonable'.'. Admittedly, I was 
not quoting directly from the dic- 
tionary not happening to possess 
one at the time. The exact defi- 
nition of the noun partisan, as, 
given by the Thorndike - Barn- 
hart comprehensive Desk Dic- 
tionary follows: 

"A strong supporter of a person, 
party, or cause; ont whose suppo t 
is based on feeling rather than on 
reasoning." 

The' argument has been raised 
that this proviso will do more harm 
tu the McGill Daily than good. 
It is claimed that it will prevent, 
for instance, comment on the pro- 
vincial grants situation, for which 
the Daily has been well known 
in the past. In reference (o (his 
argument I should like to point 
out certain salient facts. 

The Dally has been well known 
under this same clause for approx- 
imately 15 years. Al no time did 
the SEC. as interpreters and 
grantors of the McGill Daily 
constitution, interpret such edito- 
rials as falling into a "partisan" 
class. 

. I respectfully suggest that 
this was because (he SEC was 
applying (he definition "one 
whose support is based on feel- 
ing rather than on reasoning". 

It is (he SEC, through esta- 
blished practice, which inter- 
pret the constitution of the 
Studnnts' Society. Mr. Heanan, 
as former Students' Society 
President should be well aware 
of the fact. And for fifteen 
years the SEC has not chosen 
to interpret commentaries on 
such issues as federal grants 
to be of a "partisan" nature. 1 
considered, therefore, (hat it 
would be unreasonable to view 
such editorials as being parti- 
san in nature. I therefore assum- 
ed that it was not extremely 
important to change this word- 
ing. 

I might point out that the pro- 
posed amendment was brought 
up at a Students' Executive 
Council meeting, and though the 
Council voted not to include the 
amendment in its proposed new 



constitution, no -uestion was ' 
raised as to the point on poli- 
tical partisanship. Further, die ' 
maKer was discussed editorially, 
as well as being brought nut in 
the news columns of the McGill 
Daily as long ago as January 13. 
There was no comment from 
Mr. Hccnan at that lime. Subse- 
quently, notice of the proposed 
sub-amendment was published 
in the McGill Dally. Still no 
comment. 

Again, presumably, the word 
"partisan did not suggest the 
meaning which Mr. Hccnan and 
others now feel applies. Again, 
it would seem that the Thorn- 
dike definition was understood 
in this case. 1 

It is my personal opinion (hat 
the proviso regarding political 
partisanship in the editorial co- 
lumns does not preclude edito- 
rials of (he nature we have often 
printed regarding federal grants. 
Firstly, partisan implies support 
of a political party or political 
cause. 1 do not consider that a . 
cause involving the financing of 
our universities and/or govern-, 
mental treatment of students or 
universities to be a political 
cause in the accepted sense of 
the word. If I recall correctly, 
.Mr. Hccnan himself denied, hav- 
ing any political interests when 
the late Mr. Duplcssis accused 
the Quebec university student 
presidents of having political 
aims in (heir fight with the 
Premier over grants. And again, 
the Thorndike definition ade- 
quiiely explains this view. 

Ti. • only sensible and logical 
way to settle the apparent pel'l- 
ness with regard the word "par- 
tisan" is for the SEC to pass 
a motion, accepting Thorndikes 
definition of the noun partisan, 
"One whose support is based on 
feeling r.ather than reasoning". 
Hence the implied meaning of 
the adjective partisan in the 
Students' Society constitution. ' 

As to the point regarding my 
motion "to put the question", I 
can reply quite categorically that 
I consider such a motion, which 
is a well-established practice of 
parliamentary procedure govern- 
ing democratic meetings, as en- 
tirely in order. Mr. Heenan has 
told me personally that ae 
thought there were certain per- - 
sons who were intent upon stall- 
ing the meeting until a quorum 
disappeared. This was precisely 
my reason for proposing the mo- 
tion be put. An alternative sug- 
gested by himself is admittedly 
better, and I agree that a more 
satisfactory method would have 
been to set â definite time for 
the vote to be taken. If it had 



ed. Why? Because in order to 
protect freedom of speech for 
Ihe Daily, some students were 
prepared to deny freedom of 
speech at. a Students* Society 
meeting. In our anxiety to reach 
certain ends, we should ensure 
that the means we use do nut 
deny the very end wc seek to 
attain.

been- suggested at the time, 1 
would have agreed. Mr. Heenan's 
views- on putting .the question 
would have been well taken dur- 
ing debate on that motion. Ins- 
tead he chose to rise on a point 
of information. 

In 'summing up, I should 
like to make the following 
points: 

1) I believe Mr. Heenan's ob- 
jections re the partisanship 
clause to . lie not only hair-split- 
ting hut, also hypocritical, since 
he himself, as immediate past 
president tolerated editorials 
on the grants-issue and thus at 
least tacitly accepted what I 
consider to be. the meaning of 
this clause. 

2) The reason, I feel, that the 

Êroviso was first placed in the 
ally's constitution was to en- 
sure against biased, party-line 
stands by the Dally which would 
imply that McGill students sup- 

Çorted a certain political party, 
his clause thus serves as a pro- 
tective measure for the students 
and perhaps it would not be un- 
wise to let the SEC interpret the 
constitution with the partisan 
proviso, thus enabling such po- 
litical stands to be prevented. 
However, if Mr. Heenan wishes 
to quibble, I would not oppose 
his attempt to modify the pro- 
viso at a subsequent students' 
Society meeting. 
(3) If the SEC docs choose to 
reverse its previous tacit inter- 
pretation of the proviso, the 
Dally has an alternative. There 
arc only two editorial columns 
on our editorial page. Articles 
on federal grants to universities, 
or anything whatsoever which 
could possibly be construed as 
politically partisan will be run in 
our other three columns if it is 
the Council's view that they 
would be unconstitutional as 
editorials. But at least we will 
have gained the constitutional 
right to . comment editorially 
upon all other topics, including 
SEC and campus affairs, with- 
out the possibilitv of censor- 
ship by the SEC. This right to 
freedom of expression I consi- 
der far more important than 
bickering about the meaning of 
words.

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Plymouth Rock Is Stone

Yesterday afternoon a group of 
Mcdill debators paid a visit to 
Wcsthill High School, where they 
presented an exhibition debate on 
the topic "Resolved Thai Ply- 
mouth Rock Should Have Landed 
On The Pilgrim Fathers." 

The debate was another in a 
seriïs sponsored by the Debat- 
ing Union; these are designed to 
interest, and instruct high school 
students in the rudiments of de- 
bating. Both serious and amusing 
topics have been presented this 
year to such schools as Wcsthill 
High School and The Convent of 
Sacré-Coeur- Debating Societies 
in these and other schools have 
reported that these exhibition 
debates have greatly augmented 
the membership and activity in 
their respective clubs. 

Wednesday's debate was at- 
tended by fair-sized number of 
people who greatly enjoyed the 
proceedings. The first speaker af- 
firmative caused quite a commo- 
tion when he announced.

The McGill Redmen Basketball squad added a giant 
— sized feather to their cap last night by upsetting the 
Snowdon YMIIA 74 — 60 in playdowns' for the Dodds 
Trophy at Mont St. Louis Gymnasium. The cup is awarded 
annually to the city champions. Next Monday night the 
Redmen will meet the Yvon Coutu Institute Huskies, who 
massacred the Georgians, to decide the winner. 



In last night's game, the Red 
and White, fresh from Tuesday's 
contest against the University of 
Montreal, could da nothing 
wrong. 

They sank over 60% of their 
shots, played flawless defensi- 
vely, and, just as in Tuesday's 
game, played clean as well. But 
the fact that they were shooting 
well did not cam them the vic- 
tory. Rather it was their fine 
defensive play and their heads- 
/ up-ball that allowed them to win 
the game they went into as una- 
nimous underdogs. 

SHORE STARS 

Although it was strictly a team 
effort, heaps of praise are due 
to young Ben Shore. He has been 
turning in fine performances all 
year but never anything near 
what he showed last night. Gary 
Ulrich also came up with a 
standout game. He hit for only 
2 points in the first frame but 
added seventeen (17) in the se- 
cond half for a total of 19 points, 
high for both teams. Shore was 
next for the Redmen with 10 
and "Moose" Llmonchik was 
third with 13 points. 

The Redmen seemed to be play- 
ing as if their lives depended on 
the outcome, while the Blues 
were disorganized and were kepi 
that way by the constant check- 
ing of the Red White. Pete 



McKay was the only Blue play- 
ing alertly. He clicked for 16 
points. The Redmen checking 
paid off, as is seen from the fact 
that Larry Lyons, the Y's consis- 
tent 25 point scorer, was held to 
14. Don "Pose" Wright was third 
for the Y with 12 points. 

Johnny Moore, Tom Richards, 
George Miechowsky and Dave 
Boyd also aided the McGill cause. 
They worked the ball well and 
were thorns in the Blues' sides 
throughout the piece. The McGill 
zone defence completely bottled 
up the Blues.

The Inter-Fraternity Council runs 
a sports programme every year 
which is comparable to the Intra- 
mural programme presented by the 
university (SIRC). Football is the 
only sport played in the first term, 
while swimming, skiing, bowling, 
hockey, basketball, squash and a 
bridge tournament arc run In the 
second half of the school year. 
Many of the facilities needed are 
obtained through the Athletics De- 
partment. 

Football is played with nine men 
rather than six, but otherwise is 
quite similar to the Intramural 
game. The swimming meet is held 
at the pool and usually consists of 
nine or ten events with no con- 
testant ever swimming more than 
one hundred yards at a time. The 
hockey and basketball schedules 
are played at the rink and gym 
respectively. Hired réfères handle 
these games and the competition in 
the above four sports is extremely 
keen. Sgiiasli, skiing- bowling, and 
bridge do not draw as many com- 
petitors as the other sports, but 



the lack of numbers does not hamp- 
er the enthusiasm. It is very sel- 
dom that a fraternity docs not par- 
ticipate in a sport and the reason 
is usually lack of talent rather 
than lack of interest. 

Standing trophies are the re- 
wards for the winners of each 
sport and a trophy may be retired 
only if one fraternity has won it 
three times in a row. .

Manitoba Students 
Vole Football ; 
Council Overrules 

WINNIPEG. Feb. 1 (CUP) — 
The University of Manitoba will 
not have a football team in the 
Western league in spite of a stu- 
dent referendum In favor of such 
a plan. 

Last week the students' council 
voted against a student referendum 
in which 65 per cent of the stu- 
dents — 2,042 to 1,594 — showed 
they were In favor of football and 
the $5 fee increase per student that 
went with it. 

Although council members voted 
16-15 In favor of putting a team 
into tho- Western Inter-Collegiate 
Football Union, such a money mo- 
tion required a two-thirds vote of 
(hose present, and .voting for it to 
be passed. 

Council earlier in the meeting 
voted to interpret j the constitu- 
tion as requiring the two-thirds 
majority before the $5 increase 
could be approved. 

A subsequent motion to send a 
binding referendum back to the 
students was defeated. As a result, 
Manitoba will remain outside the 
WICFU until student enthusiasm 
warrants another poll plebiscite. 

Agitation for the U of M's entry 
into the league was begun by a 
segment of the. student population 
who felt that the university's ab- 
sence from the league since 1948 
— the other three provinces are 
in it — was undesirable.
